Reverend Harry Chuck of the 
Chinatown Coalition for Better 
Housing shares Choy's concerns 
and he fears that the developer 
may be pressuredto pare down to 
the bare-bones 150 units，the 
minimum figure origiialy ap- 
proved by HUD and the Redevel- 
opment Agency. Chuck said that 
members of the Coalition would 
meet this week to discuss strate- 
glies. 

The low-to-moderate income 
project was originally proposed in 
a Planning Commission study 
first approved in October of 1970. 
The _ Commission approved the 
project in April of 1972 after an 
Unprecedented hearing attended 
by over a hundred needy elderly 
of San Francisco Chinatown. 
Hearings before various govern- 
mental bodies, the imnpounding of 
housing funds by HUD，and a 
suit against the project by high- 
rent-paying _ apartment dwellers 
have further delayed the project. 
Nevertheless, negotiations for 
the purchase of the land parcels 
at the site are continuing.

End in Sight to Hospital Fight

Paul Hu found out what it is 
like to be literally the bone of con- 
tention last Thursday. He sat in 
Superior Court Department 18 to 
listen and watch friends and for- 
nler friends testify before Judge 
Charles $. Peery，giving conflict- 
ing accounts of what he did and 
didn't do on an evening last 
January. 、 

Hu，a -member of the Chinese 
Hospital Board of Directors，has 
emerged as the deciding factor in 
the outcome of the Chinese Hos- 
pital board election case after two 
days of hearings last week. Thir- 
teen witnesses，including 了 /WA 
reporter Ping Lee，gave Sworn 
testimony on circumstances lead- 
ing to a board election meeting 
last January 15. The validity of 
the meeting andthe results of the 
election were the points at issue, 
Judge Peery will render a judg- 
ment on the case in a couple of 


weeks，according to a source 
close to the court. 

The plaintiffts，seven board 
members and former board mem- 
ber 下 am-ching Yeung，main- 
tained in their testimony that Hu 
was present when the election 
was held. Their attorney，Warren 


Sullivan, arguedthat the meeting 


and the election were legitimate 
because，counting Hu as the 
needed eighth man to form a 
quorum, the meeting was held in 
accordance with the by-laws of 
the hospital board. 

Hu，who was called as a wit- 
ness for the defense by hospital 
attorney Ernest Goldsmith，de- 
nied that hehad anything of his 
own choosing to do with the con- 
tested election. He testified that 
he responded to a call from board 
member WingY. Chu to come to 
the meeting that night to find out 
what was happening: He had 
earjlier received- notice that the 
meeting had been cancelled，Hu 


said. When asked 让 he had come 
with the intention of attending 
the meeting, Hu said,“Definitely

During the ten minutes that he 
stayed,， Hu said he was asked by 
another board member， 玉 imun 
Foo, to sign“a piece_ of paper 
with some Chinese signatures on 
tt”which he refused to do. Hu 
said he was not advised of the 
procedure of the meeting and he 
didn't participate in any election . 

SUBPOENAS 

Hu's testimony was borne out 
by Ping Lee of EL/W and Yiu-man 
Chan of Getting Together，both 
of whom were subpoenaed to 
testify. Both Lee and Chan were 
present at the meeting that night. 

However，board members 
Wing Y. Chu, Donald Suen，and 
Harold Jung concurred in their 
testimonies that Hu arrived 
shortly after the meeting had con-

We have to examine what is at stake here.， This CasSe，

the root cause of the split in the board，but personality 
clashes andq conflicts of interest have also fanned the fire.

We have stated repeatedqly that we Support the project 
because We believe the new facility will serve the Urgent 
needs of the community. We cannot OoVeremphasize that the 
outpatient clinic is not on trial，We don't care who wins or 
loses as long as the community does not suffer，Justice will

It has taken me several months 
to gather my thoughts over the 
gross injustices in our federal ad- 
ministrative System . 

The federal Civil Service Com- 
mission has ruled against me in 
my racial discrimination case 
against the _ Personnel Officer 
(Presently on a year's extended 
Sick leave) and the Assistant Per- 
sonnel Officer at the Palo Alto 
Veterans Administration Hospi- 
tal (see 卫 /W 9/17/74). It appears 
that collusion within the federal 
System does exist and an individ- 
ual must search deeply to find 
any justice at all. 

I have since filed a civil action 
in the U.S. District Court in San 


Francisco on July 11，1974， 
through my attorney, I am fortu- 
nate to have the backing of the 
National Japanese Citizens 
League and the American Fed- 
eration of Government Employ- 
eeSs Local 2110 (besides many 
others) in my pursuit of my case. 
My family -rand I express our 

deepest thanks and-appreciation 
for your support throughout the 
long and trying time，We con- 
tinue to ask your Support in our 
upcoming court proceedings. 
Perhaps some type of justice may 
be found in the end.

Racial Imbalance Remains at S.F. Schools 


Despite the school board 's 
adoption of a plan to integrate 
grades seven through ten in the 
city"s public schools last spring， 
racial immbalance continues to 
plague the secondary schools. 


After the first two weeks of 
school，nine of the city”s junior 
high schools remain unbalanced， 
say statistics released by Eugene 
Hopp，president of the Board of 
也 ducation, last week. 


A major reason for the imbal- 
ance Surrounds the district's pol]- 
icy of allowing transfer requests 
to students for health of curricu- 
lum reasons. Although 3583 stu- 
dents were originally slated to be 
bused_ under “Operation Inte- 


grate,” some 3996 transfer re- 


quests，including those of high 
school juniors and seniors，have 
been granted by the district，ac- 
eording to school officials. 


In spite of these statistics， 
however,，the city's ethnic popu- 
lations are apparently-- Spread 
more evenly throughout the 


Schools now than they Were 3 


year ago，and school officials 
added that most of the schools 
that still do not meet integration 
standards have made Progress 
toward compliance. 


The district's plan stipulates 
that the percentage of each eth- 
nic category at a School cannot 
Vary fom its citywide percentage 
by more than 15 per cent， 

For example，Asians comprise 


18 per cent of the city s public 
school population，so_ the plan 
Says each school must have 3 per 
cent to 33 per cent Asian Stu- 
dents. 

The unbalanced schools listed 
by the district last week include: 
Ben Franklin, 64.5 per centblack; 
了 verett，28.5 per cent “other 
non-white” designating not 
Spanish-speaking， black or 
Asian; Francisco， 9 per cent 
White and 62.8 per cent Asian: 
Horace Mann，.45.4 per cen 
Spanish-speaking and 15.2 pe 
cent black; Maripma, 55.1 per cemni 
Asian; Pelton, 9.4 per cent white 
and 70.9 per cent black; Portola， 
48 per cent black; Presidio，39.9 
per cent Asian; and Roosevelt， 
33.8 per cent Asian.

Where lies the Chinese in the 
media then? Recently, CAA initi- 
ated two meetings with Chinese 
personnel who work in the broad- 
cast media, “to renew acquain- 
tances and to better relations be-

Asian are_still not getting Visi- 
bllity，said Der,，and“ it's impor- 
tant for CAAto tejithem that we 
want to give them assistance to 
do_ programming and commer- 
Cials.” 

Some of those who work in the 
media feel otherwise，however.
